Commissioner John Page of the Re- 
clamation Bureau, advised Congress- 
man John F. Dockweiler, of the 16th 
California District that $19,000,000 
probably would be cotracted for ex- 
penditure on the Centrai Valleys’ Pro- 
ject in California during the coming 
fiscal year. 

Mr. Page told Mr. Dockweiler nego- 
tiations were nearing completion on 


an agreement with the Southern Pa- 
cific Railroad which would clear the 
last obstacle in the way of construct- 
ing Shasta Dam on the Sacramento 
River. 

He said also, that he would come to 
California in March to settle an agree- 
ment with irrigation districts in the 
upper valley so that work could com- 
mence within the year on Friant Dam 
on the San Joaquin River. 


Mr. Dockweiler asked the Commis- 
sioner specifically if plans were pro- 
gressing smoothly toward completion 
of the great $170,000,000 reclamation 
and flood control project, and was ad- 
vised that matters had advanced to a 
point where actual construction of the 
major public works was in sight. The 
budget director recommended a $9,000,- 
000 appropriation for Central Valleys 
in his budget message 
There remains, also, a large portion of 
$12.500.000 appropriated last year, to- 
gether with an unexpended balance of 
about $4,000,000 from emergency relief 
appropriations. The new interior de- 
partment appropriation bill, now being 
formulated by the house appropriations 
committee. will contain specific auth- 
orization for use of the
